Turns Black At Touch

Gleaming with an eerie trans­ 
lucent whiteness in the dim twi­ 
light of northern forests, the In­ 
dian pipe is one of nature's most 
fascinating plants. 


The g ho stly white pla nts, 
which ca nno t be picked o r 
ev en ha ndled witho ut turning 
bla ck, a re members o f the 
Winterg reen fa mily a nd ca n 
be fo und thro ug ho ut the United 
Sta tes a nd Ca na da . 


Lacking the green chlorophyl 
that most other plants use to 
manufacture their food. Indian 
pipes deriv e their minerals and 
water directly from the liv ing 
cells of a fungus. 
Botanists are finding that this 
fungus is so closely wrapped 
around the root system of the 
Indian pipe that no part of the 
root comes in contact with the 
j 
soil. 
This makes the plant either a 
parasite, deriv ing its nourish­ 
ment from a liv ing organism, 
or a symbiotic plant, which giv es 
as well as receiv es essentials 
of life from another plant. 


By no mea ns is it ca lled a 
sa pro phy te, a s peo ple used to 
think, since it do es no t deriv e 
its nutritio n fro m the dea d o r 
dy ing o rg a nisms o f lea v es.

was “kicked out of my house | 
because of an argument with my ! 
father.” He said he stayed with 
the Zimmermans, but learned 
they were going to petition the 
court for custody of the children 
because they felt the parents. 
Mr. and Mrs. Raymond Sidbeck 
of San Anselmo, were not treat­ 
ing them properly. 
Sidbeck said he went to the 
dairy farm the morning of Aug. 
j 
29. and argued with Zimmerman 
in the barn ov er the petition. 
That night he returned to the 
farm, he said, and argued again 
ov er the petition. He went out 
to a bridge and waited until 
“ one or two o'clock” in the 
morning, he said, then entered 
the Zimmermans’ bedroom. 
The floor creaked, he related, 
and he picked up a table leg in 
a corner near the bedroom door. 
He said Zimmerman raised in 
bed. and asked. “Who’s there?” 
“ I grabbed the table leg and 
hit him as he was getting up,” 
Sidbeck’s statement confirmed. 
“ He slumped back onto the bed, 
and Margaret (Mrs. Zimmer­ 
man) said ‘What? What?’ 
“ I reached ov er Ev erett and 
hit her three or four times,” 
Sidbeck continued. He said he 
took 
a flashlight hanging nearby 
and began a search for the peti­ 
tion. “ Ev erett started to mumble 
or something.” he said, “So I 
went back and hit him again. 
Then M argaret stirred, and I 
hit her again, too.” 
He said he failed to find the 
petition. He took Zimmerman’s 
car, put the table leg and a 
stolen bicycle he had ridden to 
the ranch in it and drov e to San 
Francisco. There he abandoned 
the car and bike after putting the 
table leg in a garbage can 
Estes said Sidbeck steadfastly 
denied robbing the Zimmermans, 
although it was established that 
wallets of both persons were 
missing. 
The officer said there is no 
ev idence that the Zimmermans 
sought to gain custody of the 
Sidbeck children. 
“The motiv ation for a crime 
of this magnitude and grav ity 
remains a mystery,” he report­ 
ed. He said the record shows 
the Zimmermans to be “warm 
and generous people with a gen­ 
uine affection and concern for 
children.” 
Sidbeck was arrested at his 
Marine Corp base in Memphis, 
Tenn., after inv estigators con­ 
nected him to the crime by a 
sweatshirt found on the farm 
and blood-stained pants left with 
a friend. 
He pleaded innocent and inno­ 
cent by reason of insanity, and 
was scheduled for trial when 
he changed his plea to guilty 
Feb. 27 . He has been in jail 
without bail since Oct. 7 . The 
murder weapon was nev er found.

Eavesdropping Test 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
Supreme Court today tossed out 
the conviction of a top Detroit 
aide to Teamster President 
J ames R. Hoffa because of 
admitted 
government 
eaves­ 
dropping. 
With two justice dissenting, 
the Court held that eavesdrop­ 
ping tainted the trial of Charles 
(Chucky ) 
O’Brien 
who 
was 
found 
guilty of charges of 
unlawfully removing merchan­ 
dise from a bonded warehouse. 
The majority ruling held that 
the J ustice Department must 
either grant O’Brien a new trial 
or set him free. It was one of a 
number of cases in which the 
government has c o n c e d e d 
eavesdropping on defendants in 
criminal cases.

O’BRIEN RULING 
The ruling on the O’Brien 
case came two weeks after the 
Court turned down last-ditch 
appeals by Hoffa before he was 
sent to federal penitentiary to 
begin serving an eight y ear 
term for jury tampering. 
J ustices J ohn M. Harlan and 
Potter Stewart dissented. They 
said it would be sufficient for a 
Detroit federal court to hold a 
hearing as to ‘‘the circumstan­ 
ces 
and 
effects” 
of 
the 
eavesdropping activities. 
O’Brien and Thomas Parisi, a 
Detroit plumber, were convicted 
together. Parisi drew 18 months 
in jail and O’Brien a y ear and a 
day . They appealed when the

Appeals affirmed the convic­ 
tions on Aug. 30, 1966. 
The J ustice Department told 
the Supreme Court that neither 
man was the direct subject of 
electronic surveillance but that 
the FBI did install a micro­

c o m m e r c i al establishment 
owned by an acquaintance of 
O'Brien. The acquaintance, the 
Department said, was “ believed 
to be engaged in organized 
criminal activity .”

A leading critic of U.S. Viet 
Nam policy predicts that Presi­ 
dent J ohnson will escalate the 
conflict ir hopes of amilitary 
victory before the 1968 national 
elections. 
Hans J . Morgenthau, Univer­ 
sity of Chicago scholar, told a 
day -long seminar on Red China 
Saturday that President J ohn­ 
son would probably lose the 
election “ if the war continues 
at its present pace.” 
“ Any respectable Republican 
candidate could campaign suc­ 
cessfully on the statement that 
J ohnson is incapable of winning 
the war or getting us out of it,” 
said Morgenthau.

Installing Draft Lottery

Service sy stem for drafting 19- 
y ear-olds first. 
Hershey ,

director, testified at a Senate 
hearing that he anticipated no 
difficulties carry ing out Pres­ 
ident J ohnson’s recommenda­ 
tions for revising draft rules. 
He noted that J ohnson must 
first issue an ex ecutive order. 
Appearing at the opening of 
draft hearings by a Senate 
Labor subcommittee, Hershey 


mentioned one possibility for 
incorporating 
a 
“ r an d o m 
choice” 
selection—a 
lottery — 
into the sy stem. 


Under the concept he suggest­ 
ed, birth dates of 19-y ear-olds 
would be drrwn, then names 
would be drawn alphabetically 
to provide priority within birth 
dates. 
With respect to a lottery 
sy stem, Hershey said, “ There is 
nothing in the technique that 
will delay , materially , getting 
started.” “ When the quarter­ 
back calls the play s, that’s the 
way I play it,” said Hershey , in 


a clear r**erence to J ohnson’s 
planned changes in the sy stem. 
As to the c:utept of drafting 
the y oungest eligibles first—19- 
y ear-olds before 25 „ : ; olds— 
Hershey noted that it has been 
endorsed by the president, a 
presidential commission and a 
panel which made a draft study 
for the House Armed Services 
Committee.

The purpose of the Council of 
Music and Arts, composed of 
representatives of the nine Dixie 
D istrict schools, is to enrich the 
lives of children. This is done by 
devoting proceeds from the con­ 
cert series to support cultural 
experiences for children. 


In its choice of a rtists so far

is 
indeed 
aiming 
high. 
Nadas, 
who 
i s 
a n 
in­ 
ternationally acclaim ed pianist, 
did not “ play down” to his au­ 
dience, for his program was, for 
the most part, a difficult one. It 
was chosen, with the exception 
of Beethoven, from the great 
rom atics. It was, therefore, full 
of 
spell-binding 
melodies 
and 
technical brilliance, in works, of 
emotional depth and cla rity of 
structure without the excesses 
of the rom atic period. 
Even the opening Beethoven 
Sonata in E M ajor, Opus 109, 
was from his la st period, con­ 
taining elem ents of rom aticism 
in the best sense of the word.

tamin an t may hav e o n o cean 
life — o r o n the p eo p le who get 
their fo o d fro m the sea. 
It is p erfectly p o ssible, Dr. 
Halstead p o in ts o u t, that a co n ­ 
tamin an t, d u mp ed in to the sea 
in relativ ely small amo u n ts, 
might affect the marin e fo o d 
chain en o u gh to mak e n o rmal 
fo o d fish temp o rarily p o iso n o u s 
to hu man s. 
J ust such a poison killed a 
number of J apanese liv ing 
ar ou n d Minamata Bay in 
southwestern Kyushu between 
1953 and 1960, he notes. The 
strange disease, which dam­ 
aged the brains of those not 
killed outright, was finally 
traced to shellfish growing in 
the bay. The shellfish though 
apparently healthy, had ab­ 
sorbed mercury compounds 
dumped in the bay by a fac­ 
tory, concentrating the deadly 
compounds in their bodies. 
“I thin k this p o in ts u p a v ery 
d ead ly ex amp le o f what can 
hap p en in co n tamin atio n o f the 
marin e en v iro n men t,” Dr. Hal­ 
stead warn s.

Children hav e a sixth sense when it 
comes to illness. They remain quiet 
when sick but nev er hesitate to get up 
when they feel better. It is difficult to 
keep them in bed and parents are dis­ 
turbed when the tyke fails to follow 
doctor’s orders. 
The 7-year-old daughter of a Brit- 
ish physician had her appendix out 
and wanted to go home on the fourth 
day after the operation. The surgeon 
refu sed p ermissio n o n the basis 
that bed rest was n eed ed fo r 
p ro p er healin g o f the scar. On 
the same ev en in g, Dr. Hu gh 
Jo lly en tered the ward an d fo u n d 
his d au ghter had ju st wo n first 
p lace fo r bo u n cin g u p highest 
o ff the bed . 
DR. J OLLY d ecid ed to in v esti­ 
gate the n eed fo r en fo rced bed 
rest after his child ’s ex p erien ce 
bu t failed to fin d scien tific ev i­ 
d en ce fo r this p ractice. He then 
an aly zed the su rgical reco rd s o f 
734 child ren treated as d ay -p a- 
tien ts who were n o t co n fin ed to 
bed again st their wishes. Man y 
had a hern ia rep aired an d the 
p aren ts were to ld to brin g them 
back to the ho sp ital o n the fifth 
d ay after su rgery . There were 
n o co mp licatio n s an d three-q u ar­ 
ters o f the y o u n gsters had re­ 
mo v ed their o wn su tu res. 
He then stu d ied two gro u p s o f 
child ren with resp irato ry in fec­ 
tio n s. There was n o d ifferen ce 
in the d u ratio n o f fev er o r o f 
the illn ess between tho se k ep t 
in bed an d tho se allo wed to be 
u p . The same resu lts were o b­ 
tain ed in ty k es with rheu matic 
fev er p ro v id ed early ambu latio n 
was carefu lly su p erv ised . 
IN SOME co n d itio n s bed rest 
is essen tial. A bo y with a cer­ 
tain ty p e o f tran sito ry arthritis 
o f the hip is an ex amp le. In 
co n trast, p aren ts sho u ld n o t in ­ 
terfere when the child feels ill 
en o u gh to go to bed . The y o u n g­ 
ster who remain s in bed when 
he co u ld be u p is the ex cep tio n 
to the ru le.

ty Commissioner Robert M. Ball 
said today, is not a guarantee of 
its bearer’s identity. Millions of 
dollars worth of bad checks are 
cashed each year by persons 
presenting bogus Social Security 
cards, he said. 


Among the institutions refus­ 
ing to accept them as positive 
identification, Ball said, is the 
Social Security Administration. 
When a person makes a claim 
for Social Security benefits, he 
said, some other verifiable form 
of identification is demanded.

WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 
j Dist. Court Judge Oliver Gasch 
j denied today a new trial for 
I Bobby Baker, former secretary 
to Senate Democrats who was 
convicted Jan. 29 on charges of 
income tax evasion, theft and 
conspiracy. 
In seeking a new trial, his at­ 
torneys raised questions about 
the selection of the jury. They 
contended 
that the 
foreman, 
James Buchanan, concealed his 
status as a reserve officer for 
the Metropolitan Police of the 
District of Columbia. 
In his decision, Gasch noted 
that 
Buchanan’s service was 
“ completely 
voluntary 
and 
withou. compensation.” 
Gasch said Buchanan served 
as a reserve officer only on spe­ 
cific occasion and did not inten­ 
tionally conceal any material 
facts. 
Baker’s attorneys also con­ 
tended that prospective jurors 
were questioned without Baker 
and his attorneys being present. 
They contended also that addi­ 
tional jurors were summoned in 
an unauthorized manner. 
But Judge Gasch said both the 
jury questioning and summon­ 
ing were in accordance with the 
law. 


Court Ruling 


In Favor Of 


Experiments 


TRENTON, N.J. (AP) - In a 
case stemming from cancer ex­ 
periments on chickens, the State 
Supreme Court ruled 6-0 today 
that high school students may 
experiment on live animals for 
educational purposes. 
The Supreme Court affirmed 
a ruling by Essex County Court 
Judge Charles S. Barrett, who 
had held that the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Ani­ 
mals has no right to prosecute 
institutions authorized by the 
State Health Department to con­ 
duct animal experimentation. 
The New Jersey SPCA filed 
the suit against the East Orange 
Board of Education. It charged 
that experiments conducted in 
1964 by Barry Fugere, an honor 
student at East Orange High 
School, violated state law which 
bars needless cruelty to ani­ 
mals. 
In Fugere’s experiments, two 
of the four chickens injected 
with a cancer virus died after 
developing tumors.

Marin has opened th e y ear 19 6 7 with 
a bang. Highway fatalities this y ear are 
ru nning far ahead of sched u le. 
Safety efforts by highway engineers 
and d esigners, a beefed -u p highway 
patrol, and constant warnings by th e 
news med ia hav e failed to cu t d own 
su bstantially on th e highway toll. 
Howev er, th e campaign to sav e liv es 
on ou r freeway s cannot be giv en u p as 
a lost cau se. 
The California State Au tomobile 
Assn. has come u p with more tips on 
how to increase y ou r chances of su r­ 
v iv ing th e v acation trip th is su mmer. 
If y ou r motor stalls, gu id e y ou r car 
off th e trav eled portion of th e road . If 
y ou hav e to get ou t of y ou r car when it 
is parked , d on’t get ou t on th e traffic 
sid e. 
Equ ip y ou r car with trav el essentials 
su ch as flashlight, jack, tools, chemical 
i’ire ex tingu ish er, first-aid kit, and a 
trou ble light. 
Get ch ild ren secu rely seated , and see 
th at th ey stay pu t. 
Gu ard against highway hy pnosis by 
keeping ey es rov ing to av oid a fix ed 
straigh t-ah ead stare. Skip th e tranqu il­ 
izers and stay -awake pills; th ey can be 
d ead ly becau se th ey may eith er d u ll or 
ov eractiv ate y ou r senses. 
Stop th e car and take a rest at least 
ev ery two hou rs. 


Eat lightly to av oid ov erstu ffing and 
d rowsiness. 
Be ex tra carefu l at night. Slow d own 
at least 10 miles an h ou r below y ou r 
d ay time speed . 
Alway s signal before changing lanes 
to pass, and allow plenty of room for 
this maneu v er. 
Keep pace with traffic. The d riv er 
who goes faster or slower th an th e nor­ 
mal speed of traffic cau ses congestion 
and increases th e hazard . 
Driv e sensibly on freeway access 
road s and u se to good ad v antage th e 
speed -changing lanes entering a n d 
leav ing th e freeway . Remember to en­ 
ter and leav e at a speed in tu ne with 
the traffic. Don’t enter from a stand ­ 
ing start. 
To th ese ad monitions, Capt. Th eo­ 
d ore Parnow of th e California High ­ 
way Patrol wou ld ad d anoth er import­ 
ant warning—slippery pav ement. 
The captain attribu tes mu ch of th e 
increase in th e Marin d eath toll th is 
y ear to th e increase in rainfall. Patrol­ 
men are amazed at th e nu mber of d riv ­ 
ers who ignore th e slippery cond ition 
of the highway d u ring rain. Th ey con­ 
tinu e to breeze along at d ry -weath er 
speed . 
We ca nno t empha zize to o stro ng­ 
ly the Ca pta in’s wa rning: Slo w do wn 
and ex ercise ex tra ca utio n when it's 
ra ining!

Veysey Bill Could Answer 
Agriculture Labor Problems

SACRAMENTO (CNS)-Th e 
state legislatu re this y ear will 
hav e the opportu nity of d ev el­ 
oping an entirely new concept 
of state participation in agri­ 
cu ltu ral labor d ispu tes. 
Assembly man Victor V. Vey ­ 
sey , R-Brawley , who comes 
from one of California’s lead ­ 
ing agricu ltu ral areas, and one 
which h as been affected in the 
past by argu ments between ag­ 
ricu ltu ral employ ers and work­ 
ers. h as introd u ced AB 1163, 
which au thorizes the s t a t e 
Board of Agricu ltu re to make 
inv estigations, cond u ct h ear­ 
ings. and make recommend a­ 
tions to the gov ernor concern­ 
ing 
agricu ltu ral 
and 
other 
labor d ispu tes affecting the 
pu blic interest. 


THE BILL fu rth er e s t a b - 
lishes an agricu ltu ral concilia­ 
tion serv ice, to come u nd er the 
su perv ision of the Department 
of General Serv ices, au thorizes 
assignment of a conciliator 
from the serv ice to inv estigate 
and med iate labor d ispu tes 
prov id ed any bonafid e party 


requ ests su ch interv ention, and 
on recommend ation of the state 
Board of Agricu ltu re to proffer 
conciliation serv ices to both 
parties when a work stoppage 
is th reatened and neither party 
requ ests interv ention. 
Fu rth er, the bill au thorizes 
arbitration on su ch terms as all 
parties may agree u pon, and 
prov id es th at conciliators shall 
end eav or to settle d ispu tes con­ 
cerning the wages, hou rs or 
other cond itions of employ ­ 
ment. 
The conciliators also cou ld 
settle qu estions inv olv ing rep­ 
resentation by su ch means as 
the parties to the d ispu te may 
agree u pon, inclu d ing bu t not 
limited to conciliation, med ia­ 
tion. or arbitration. 


THE VEYSEY measu re cov ­ 
ers a wid e range of activ ity , 
which cou ld be of major as­ 
sistance in taking care of some 
of the agricu ltu ral d ispu tes 
w h i c h d u ring the past few 
y ears hav e threatened certain 
segments of California prod u c­ 
tion. 
The strikes in the main hav e

been the resu lt of attempts on 
the part of organizers who 
h av e been attempting to estab­ 
lish an agricu ltu ral workers 
u nion. 
Farm workers u nions are 
nothing new in California his­ 
tory , bu t, so far, attempts to 
set one u p as a permanent and 
responsible organization in the 
state’s labor pictu re hav e been 
fu tile. 


SIMILAR attempts in other 
s t a t e s likewise hav e not 
worked ou t as ex pected , ac­ 
cord ing to some labor lead ers 
h ere who hav e been inv olv ed 
with organization work. 
Primary road block to an ag­ 
ricu ltu ral workers u nion is the 
mobility of farm workers, and 
the fact th at they are not con­ 
sistent in maintaining member­ 
ship throu gh the pay ment of 
d u es, which are necessary to 
ru n the u nion. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, 
workers need some med iu m 
whereby their requ ests can be 
mad e known. This ty pe of me­ 
d iu m ex ists in California tod ay 
only sporad ically . 
The employ er also at times 
need s the means of d ealing 
with workers to av oid costly 
strikes fomented by organizers, 
th ereby prev enting crops from 
being wasted . 
The Vey sey bill wou ld ap­ 
pear to hav e at least some of 
the answers to this problem.

They h av e been 
ou t of intrav enou s penicillin 
for ov er two months and hav e 
no means to obtain same from 
the States. The strongest oral 
pain killer av ailable in this 
“h ospital” is aspirin . . . 
I am not a cru sad er, nor d id 
I come here with this inten­ 
tion in mind , bu t I feel th at 
something mu st be d one to 
help th ese people. Ou r gov ern­ 
ment is spend ing approx imate­ 
ly $1,000,000 per hou r in Viet­ 
nam on the war effort. Su rely 
some small portion can be d i­ 
rected to help this ty pe of insti­ 
tu tion. Certainly the h ealth and 
welfare of th e Vietnamese ci­ 
v ilians is an important factor, 
perh aps as important as d e­ 
feating the Viet Cong.

IN MY JUDGMENT there 
ha s nev er been a ny rea l rea so n 
to believ e tha t the go v ernment 
wo uld be so persua ded by its 
critics, so pressured by fo reign 
o pinio n, o r so hurt o n the ba t­ 
tlefield tha t it wo uld seek to 
find a wa y to quit “ to sa v e 
fa ce” by a disguised a ppea se­ 
ment. 
But these wo rds which the 
President spo ke to the wo rld 
this week a re co nclusiv e: 
“ We sha ll sta y the co urse 
. . . I wish it were within my 
po wer to a ssure tha t a ll in 
Ha no i co uld hea r o ne simple 
messa ge — America is co m­ 
mitted to the defense o f So uth 
Vietna m until a n ho no ra ble 
pea ce ca n be nego tia ted.”

If a ny decisio n by a ny Presi­ 
dent wa s ev er mo re div o rced 


fro m po litics o r a ny pa rtisa n 
co nsidera tio n, it is President 
Jo hnso n’s decisio n to co mmit 
la rge America n fo rces to the 
successful defense o f So uth 
Vietna m. 


HE IS NOT GOING to step 
ba ck. He is no t go ing to wa v er. 
He is no t go ing to be influenced 
by a ny lo w po pula rity ra ting in 
the o pinio n po lls. Mr. Jo hnso n 
sees it a s his respo nsibility to 
pro tect the sa fety o f the na ­ 
tio n a nd he is prepa red to dis­ 
cha rge this respo nsibility ev en 
if it risks his re-electio n. 
The o ppo nents o f the decisio n 
to sta y the co urse ha v e a lwa y s 
so ught to blur the a rgument 
tha t it is v ita l to the pea ce o f 
the wo rld to resist a ggressio n 
in Asia . They suggest tha t, 
while the free wo rld ma de a 
mista ke in no t resisting the a g­ 
gressio n in Euro pe w h i c h 
bro ught o n Wo rld Wa r II, it 
wo uld be no mista ke to do the 
sa me in Asia . 
It is well tha t the President 
is no w meeting this fa lse co n­ 
tentio n hea d-o n. He sa y s, a nd 
I think rightly , tha t the pro s­ 
pect o f a rea lly pea ceful wo rld 
ca n o nly be a chiev ed by a co n­ 
crete demo nstra tio n tha t a g­ 
gressio n a cro ss interna tio na l 
fro ntiers is no lo nger a n a c­ 
cepta ble mea ns o f po litica l 
cha nge.

NIMITZ HILL, Guam (UPI) 
—President Johnson today held 
daylong conferences with South 
Vietnamese leaders who pressed 
for escalating the war against

Communists. 
Aides 
said 
Johnson avoided that topic and 
stuck to his plan of discussing 
chances 
of 
an 
“ honorable 
settlement” of the Southeast 
Asian conflict. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
said South Vietnamese Premier 
Nguyen 
Cao 
Ky 
raised 
a 
number of military questions in 
the 
second 
of 
the 
lunch, 
afternoon and evening sessions. 
Rusk said the questions were 
not answered and the meeting 
stuck to Johnson's course of 
reviewing pacification programs 
and 
efforts 
to 
set 
peace 
negotiations in motion. 
Johnson e m p h a s i z e d the 
peaceful purposes of the Guam 
meeting and the allies ended 
convinced the war has reached 
a turning point favorable to 
them. 
But Ky raised his questions 
on escalation on the theory the 
North Vietnamese must be hit 
much 
harder 
before 
their 
Communist 
leaders 
will 
be 
willing to talk peace. 
Ky clearly wanted heavier 
blows against Hanoi to convince 
his enemies, the Communists, 
cause is hopeless. 
“ Only then 
will 
Hanoi be 
ready to negotiate,” he said 
Rusk, D e f e n s e Secretary 
Robert S. McNamara and Gen. 
William C. Westmoreland, com­ 
mander 
of 
U.S. 
forces

Vietnam, agreed that matters 
on tactics and specific future 
military moves such as increas­ 
ing armed manpower did not 
figure in today’s discussions. 
Ky and other Saigon leaders | 
were scheduled to return home 
tomorrow m orning. Johnson 
planned to continue his talks 
with U.S. officials during part 
of tomorrow, leaving Guam late 
in the day. 
On his arrival here Johnson 


said he would discuss military 
progress and future plans with 
the South Vietnamese. 
“ We will review our diploma­ 
tic initiatives and we will try to 
estimate the chances of bring­ 
ing peace to Vietnam through 
honorable settlement.” 
As LB J arrived, Hanoi said it 
would “ reply with guns” to any 
new American move. Red China 
warned it would make “ the 
highest national sacrifice” for 
North Vietnam and said the 
Guam meeting spelled “ dooms­ 


day” for Johnson’s administra­ 
tion. 
The American and Vietna­ 
mese officials set up shop at the 
concrete two-story Navy head­ 
quarters on Nimitz Hili, named 
for Fleet Adm.

279. 
With the war quickening in ! 
tempo, the Communists opened j 
up tonight with 82 millimeter 
mortar fire 
near Gio Linh. 
where big U.S. howitzers—the 
175 millimeter Long Toms of 
World War II—have been firing 
across 
the 
border 
into 
the 
southern part of North Vietnam. 
Then the Reds blended in their 
new, Chinese-made 102 millime­ 
ter rockets and turned the night 
a hellish red with explosions. 
Early reports indicated the 
Americans s u f f e r e d “ v e r y 
light”

despite 
the 
ferocity of the attack 
There 
were no estimates of Commu­ 
nist dead 
Within the first hour more 
than 60 rounds of Communist 
tire had 
thundered

the DMZ and only a few miles 
from the South China seacoast. 
The Americins struck back 
within minutes. Artillery and 
mortar rounds slammed into 
Communist positions, touching 


off several explosions. Some of 
the enemy positions appeared to 
be in the offlimits DMZ itself. 
Jet planes roared in with 
bombing and strafing attacks

their rapidfiring Gatling guns. 
Evidently the main Commu­ 
nist targets were the U.S. 175 
millimeter howitzers which can 
send high explosive shells 20 
miles across the zone into the 
North.

The air war increased in in­ 
tensity and American planes 
bombed the big Thai Nguyen 
steel plant 36 miles north of 
Hanoi for the second time in 
two days, then returned and 
attacked the Viet Tri thermal 
power plant 29 miles northwest 
of Hanoi.

Table Leg 
Used In 
Beating

Robert Dean Sidbeck, 18, 
was sentenced to life in 
state prison today in Marin 
Superior Court for the 
bludgeoning murders of a 
North Marin dairy farm 
couple. 
The handcuffed youth, pale 
from months in county jail since 
his October arrest, displayed no 
emotion when Judge Joseph G. 
Wilson pronounced judgment. 
His mother, Alma Irene Sid­ 
beck, was seated in the court­ 
room, but neither looked at the 
other during the court proceed­ 
ing. She remained in her seat 
when Sidbeck was led back to 
jail. 


OWN JUDGMENT 
In giving Sidbeck life im­ 
prisonment instead of the death 
penalty for the Aug. 29-30 slay­ 
ings of Mr. and Mrs. Everett F. 
Zimmerman, Judge Wilson noted 
that Dist. Atty. Bruce B. Bales, 
Deputy Probation Officer Thom­ 
as B. Estes and Public Defend­ 
er Jerome Durham, who repre­ 
sents Sidbeck, all recommended 
prison. 
“ It is, however, necessary that 
I arrive at my own independent 
judgment,” he said. He declar­ 
ed 
that 
the 
Zimmermans, 
friends and former employers 
of Sidbeck, had displayed “ qual­ 
ities of kindness and concern 
(to Sidbeck), and this makes the 
crime itself all the more shock­ 
ing.” 
He said his decision was based 
mainly on Sidbeck’s age and his 
lack of any previous criminal 
record. 


PROBATION REPORT 
Judge Wilson mentioned usual 
concern over the possibility that 
any person sentenced to life im­ 
prisonment is eligible for parole 
after seven years, but said. “ I 
cannot take this into considera­ 
tion” in pronouncing judgment. 
A lengthy probation report by 
Estes made public for the first 
time that the murder weapon 
was a table leg, and that Sid­ 
beck contends he killed the cou­ 
ple in their bedroom only after 
they threatened to gain court 
custody of his brother and two 
younger sisters. 
Sidbeck claimed that prior to; 
enlisting in the Marine Corps, he j

Turns Black At Touch

OBITUARIES 


Gleaming with an eerie trans­ 
lucent whiteness in the dim twi­ 
light of northern forests, the In­ 
dian pipe is one of natures most 
fascinating plants. 


The ghostly white plants, 


which cannot be picked or 
even handled without turning 
black, are members of the 
Wintergreen family and can 
be found throughout the United 
States and Canada. 


Lacking the green chlorophyl 
that most other plants use to 
manufacture their food. Indian 
pipes derive their minerals and 


Monotropa uniflora, grows from 
a mat of entangled fibrous root­ 
lets that exist under the forest 
ground. Several stems push up 
through the twigs and leaves to 
a height of three to nine inches, 
each stem terminating with an 
inverted white or pale salmon- 
pink flower, its cup turned down­ 
ward toward earth. 
This resembles the fragile 
long*stemmed white clay pipes 
smoked by the colonialists in the 
early 17th century. As soon as 
the flower is fertilized, its cup 
turns straight up toward the sky. 
The plants begins to turn 
water directly from the living brown and finally jet black as 
cells of a fungus. 
Botanists are finding that this 
fungus is so closely wrapped 
around the root system of the 
Indian pipe that no part of the 
root comes in contact with the 
soil. 
This makes the plant either a 
parasite, deriving its nourish­ 
ment from a living organism, 
or a symbiotic plant, which gives 
as well as receives essentials 
of life from another plant. 


By no means is it called a 


saprophyte, as people used to 
think, since it does not derive 
its nutrition from the dead or 
dying organisms of leaves.

ROME (AP) - Half the food 
produced in India is wasted by 
rats, rot, birds and insects, the 
U.N. Food and Agriculture Or­ 
ganization reports. It estimates 
the world average loss of food 
to pests is at least 20 per cent. 
The wastage is greatest in re 
gions of Asia, Africa and Latin 
America where hunger already 
is the worst. 
Even at 20 per cent the loss 
means this: where there should 
be enough food for five persons 
to eat, one will starve. Or, if the 
available food is divided equal­ 
ly. all five will be undernour­ 
ished. 
When the loss reaches 50 per 
cent the results become starkly 
tragic.

The Marin County Planning 
Commission apparently resolved 
the debate over house numbers 
in Tamalpais and Homestead 
valleys today by generally en­ 
dorsing the system desired by 
the Tamalpais Valley Fire De­ 
partment. 
The fire department, seeking 
a means of finding a home in a 
hurry, asked numbering by 
areas, with 100 covering a spe­ 
cific section, 200 another sec­ 
tion and so on. 
The planning commission said 
there could be exceptions for 
short streets, satisfying some 
who have protested a change. 
The county ordinance on 
house numbers left room for 
considerable confusion, and the 
planning staff reported existing 
numbers were closer to the sys­ 
tem wanted by the fire depart­ 
ment than to the ordinance re­ 
quirements.

Deepstar Dives 
Aiding Science 


By SCIENCE SERVICE 


WASHINGTON - The San Pe 
dro Basin is a 270-square-miIe 
area of Pacific Ocean bottom 
that lies between Santa Catalina 
Island and the sunny southern 
California mainland. 
Its largely level floor lies 
about 3,000 feet beneath the 
pleasure boats and sport fisher­ 
men that ply the surface of the 
San Pedro channel. Steep es­ 
carpments, rising from the floor 
to the north and south, mark the 
edges of the island and main­ 
land. To the east and west, gen­ 
tler rises complete the valley’s 
isolation f r o m the open sea 
floor. 
Into this quiet oceanic back­ 
water, on Dec. 4, 1966, came 
three Navy researchers in the 
tiny submarine Deepstar. They 
were there to measure heat flow 
through the ocean bottom and 
collect deep-sea water samples. 
As they dropped through the 
water, they took pictures of 
the ocean life outside the port­ 
holes —- but only down to 2,- 
500 feet. From there on they 
found no life at all. 
On the bottom, just north of 
Catalina Island, they found a 
layer of fine brown flocculent 
material. It covered the normal

ocean sediments about a centi­ 
meter deep as far as they could 
see. 
As they cruised along, occa­ 
sional dead squid and fish came 
into view, lying in the brown 
material. Worm tubes dotted the 
basin floor, but not one worm 
appeared 
anywhere. 
Nothing 
moved outside the three-man 
sub. 
On a second dive, a half 
mile away, the bottom 500 feet 
of water again proved to be 
an underwater dead sea. 
Chemical analysis of the near­ 
bottom water samples showed 
why. Less than one-tenth of a 
milliliter of oxygen was dissolv­ 
ed in each liter . . . too little to 
support any kind of life. 
That is because of the very 
poor water circulation within the 
basin, believes Dr. Eugene C. 
LaFond, heed of the Navy Elec­ 
tronics Laboratory’s Environ­ 
mental Division and one of the 
crew on the dive. 
Observations from the Deep- 
star showed a current speed of 
only one-half centimeter per sec­ 
ond — insufficient even to stir 
up the aparently decomposed 
material on the bottom. 
Dr. LaFond points out that 
he dived in the San Pedro Ba­ 
sin on only one day of the 
year. At other times, he sug­ 
gests, ocean currents may 
sweep through the area, flush­ 
ing it out. 
An ominous challenge to his 
explanation has been voiced by 
Dr. Bruce W. Halstead, a ma­ 
rine biotoxicologist and director 
of the World Life Reserach In­ 
stitute. 
“I think a lot of this is due 
to contamination,” Dr. Halstead 
asserts. ” . . . chemical agents 
have been dumped in there by 
government and industry. 
”1 do know a whole list of 
cyanides that have been dump­ 
ed,” he says. 
“I can’t believe these fish un­ 
consciously swam into an an­ 
aerobic area and died. I believe 
it (their death) is due to toxic 
agents. 
“Our government knows about 
San Pedro Basin,” he says, “and 
is pushing hard to do some­ 
thing.” The problem is that no 
one apparently knows for sure 
what effects any particular con­ 
taminant may have on ocean 
life — or on the people who get 
their food from the sea. 
It is perfectly possible, Dr. 
Halstead points out, that a con­ 
taminant, dumped into the sea 
in relatively small amounts, 
might affect the marine food 
chain enough to make normal 
food fish temporarily poisonous 
to humans. 
Just such a poison killed a 
number of Japanese living 
a r o u n d Minamata Bay in 
southwestern Kyushu between 
1953 and 1960, he notes. The 
strange disease, which dam­ 
aged the brains of those not 
killed outright, was finally 
traced to shellfish growing in 
the bay. The shellfish though 
apparently healthy, had ab­ 
sorbed mercury compounds 
damped in the bay by a fac­ 
tory, concentrating the deadly 
compounds in their bodies. 
“I think this points up a very 
deadly example of what can 
happen in contamination of the 
marine environment,” Dr. Hal­ 
stead warns. 
It is not, however, the most 
likely explanation of the lifeless 
waters of the San Pedro Ba­ 
sin, according to Dr. LaFond.

available this fall, however, 
when he returns for more 
dives in the Deepstar. Dives 
will also be made in the ad­ 
joining Santa Monica and San­ 
ta Barbara Basins.

Children Have Sixth Sense 


When It Comes To Illness 


Children have a sixth sense when it 
comes to illness. They remain quiet 
when sick but never hesitate to get up 
when they feel better. It is difficult to 
keep them in bed and parents are dis­ 
turbed when the tyke fails to follow 
doctor’s orders. 
The 7-year-old daughter of a Brit­ 
ish physician had her appendix out 
and wanted to go home on the fourth 
day after the operation. The surgeon 
refused permission on the basis 
that bed rest was needed for 
proper healing of the scar. 
On 
the same evening, Dr. Hugh 
Jolly entered the ward and found 
his daughter had just won first 
place for bouncing up highest 
off the bed. 
DR. JOLLY decided to investi­ 
gate the need for enforced bed 
rest after his child’s experience 
but failed to find scientific evi­ 
dence for this practice. He then 
analyzed the surgical records of 
734 children treated as day-pa- 
tients who were not confined to 
bed against their wishes. Many 
had a hernia repaired and the 
parents were told to bring them 
back to the hospital on the fifth 
day after surgery. There were 
no complications and three-quar­ 
ters of the youngsters had re­ 
moved their own sutures. 
He then studied two groups of 
children with respiratory infec­ 
tions. There was no difference 
in the duration of fever or of 
the illness between those kept 
in bed and those allowed to be 
up. The same results were ob­ 
tained in tykes with rheumatic 
fever provided early ambulation 
was carefully supervised. 
IN SOME conditions bed rest 
is essential. A boy with a cer­ 
tain type of transitory arthritis 
of the hip is an example. In 
contrast, parents should not in­ 
terfere when the child feels ill 
enough to go to bed. The young­ 
ster who remains in bed when 
he could be up is the exception 
to the rule.

the same dynamics, “expressive 
qualities” and overall power 
that are characteristic of the 
violin itself. 
In addition, the new string 
family has eight members, in­ 
stead of four. By contrast, each 
member of the traditional fam­ 
ily has its own characteristic 
sound — and overtones — apart 
from the difference in range. 
Mrs. Hutchins didn’t do all 
this by herself. Her chief col­ 
league was the late Prof. Fred­ 
erick A. Saunders, former chair­ 
man of the Harvard physics de­ 
partment and past president of 
the Acoustical Society of Amer­ 
ica, who three decades ago first 
located the position of the main 
body resonance and main cavity 
resonance in several fine violins. 
The main body resonance is 
the lowest fundamental reso­ 
nance of the wood structure of 
the violin; the cavity reso­ 
nance is that of the air inside 
it. 
Once this was known, it took 
almost a quarter of a century to 
learn how to place these reso­ 
nances where they were wanted 
in the instrument while still 
maintaining the tone quality of 
the violin. 
In the course of all this re­ 
search, Prof. Saunders and Mrs. 
Hutchins came to the “sobering 
conclusion” that despite all their 
fancy techniques and odd-looking 
experimental models, the best 
sounding violins still came from 
conventional construction meth­ 
ods, developed by trial and er­ 
ror by early violin makers cen­ 
turies ago. 
Finally, composer He nr y 
Rrant 
and 
cellist 
Sterling 
Hunkins suggested the eight- 
violin 
family, 
designed 
to 
cover the entire pitch range 
of written music. Eight years 
later, reports Mrs. Hutchins 
in Physics Today (Feb.), the 
idea bore fruit, when ail eight 
instruments were used in a 
concert at Harvard, dedicated 
to Prof. Saunders. 
“For the first time,” she 
writes, “we have a whole fam­ 
ily of instruments made accord­ 
ing to a consistent acoustical 
theory. Beyond a doubt they are 
musically successful.”

Reagan Sees Greater State 


Role In Federal Programs 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Gov.

There was an indication, Rea­ 
gan said, that federal officials 
were looking toward elimination 
of red tape to give states 
“ more autonomy.” 
In urging tax sharing, Rea­ 
gan said more of the available 
money would reach beneficiaries 


if programs were handled on 
the local level and thus subject 
to fewer administrative costs. 
Asked whether the necessity 
for passing 
federal 
f u n d s 
through state machinery would 
not add to the costs, Reagan 
said this would be true if “ elab­ 
orate machinery” were needed. 
But he suggested a part of the 
federal tax money collected in 
the states be left here to elim­ 
inate the need for sending mon­ 
ey to Washington and back 
again.

Big Ten Power: Coaches Resign 


CHAMPAIGN, 111. 
(AP) - 
Illinois* three scandal-involved 
v coaches ^reluctantly 
resigned 
yesterday, 24 hours after the Big 
Ten issued an ultimatum that 
they be fired or the university 
face indefinite suspension from 
the conference. 
The action by football Coach 
Pete Elliott, basketball Coach 
Harry Combes and assistant 
Howie Braun ended a three- 
month ordeal stemming from a 
$21,000 athletic slush fund. 
Dr. David D. Henry, universi­ 
ty president who revealed the 
existence of the fund to the Big 
Ten and fought to the end to 
save the jobs of the coaches, 
accepted the resignations. 
“ Under the mandate of the 
intercollegiate 
conference 
of 
faculty 
representatives, 
the 
case is considered closed inas­ 
much as the three coaches rel­ 


inquished all duties with the 
Athletic Association as of this 
date.” Dr. Henry said. 
On Saturday, Dr. Henry lost 
his final round in an attempt to 
show cause why the coaches 
should not be fired. The faculty 
representatives told Illinois to 
fire the coaches by Tuesday or 
face indefinite suspension from 
the conference. 
The scandal broke in Decem­ 
ber 
when 
assistant 
athletic 
director Mel Brewer, bypassed 
for 
the athletic 
directorship 
which had opened with the Dec. 
1 resignation of Doug Mills, re­ 
vealed to Dr. Henry the exist­ 
ence of the fund. 
Dr. Henry took the matter to 
the Big Ten and the athletic 
directors met and decided Illi­ 
nois must fire the three or show 
cause 
why 
its 
membership 
should not be suspended or ter- 
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minated. 
Illinois appealed on March 3 
to the faculty representatives 
who came to the same decision 
as that of the athletic directors. 
Illinois’ “ show cause” appeal 
Saturday also failed and the 
faculty group issued its Tues- 
day-or-else mandate. 


In accepting the resignations, 
Dr. Henry said: “ The Board of 
Directors of the Athletic Asso­ 
ciation have recommended and 
I have approved the honoring of 
existing 
contracts 
with 
the 
coaches which will terminate 
Aug. 31, 1967. Their faculty stat­ 
us in the College of Physical

assign­ 
ments is not affected.” 
Elliott, 42, has been at Illinois 
seven years. Combes, 51, con­ 
cluded his 20th season at Illi­ 
nois, and Braun, 50, has been 
Combes’ assistant for 18 years. 
The three coaches issued a 
joint statement yesterday in 
which they charged the “ Big 
Ten fired us.” 
“ It is apparent to everyone 
that the Commissioner, Athletic 
Directors and Faculty Repre­ 
sentatives of the Western Con­ 
ference (Big Ten) have ‘fired 
us’. 
“ We are therefore reluctantly 
stepping down from our respec­ 
tive coaching responsibilities at 
this time ratb**»* than to allow 
the conference to unjustly force 
the University of Illinois to act 
on an impossible situation. 
“ We emphatically believe that 


the final decision in this matter 
must be made by the conference 
rather than the University and 
consider the announcement of 
March 18, 1967, as the final deci­ 
sion. 
“ We have contemplated the 
future of the athletics at Illinois 
in the light of the various possi­ 
bilities available. 
“ We believe that the NCAA 
would necessarily support any 
conference action which would 
mean at some future date, if the 
NCAA suspended or expelled 
Illinois from membership there 
would be nonathletic programs 
at Illinois. 
“ We do not believe that we 
should jeopardize Illinois or in­ 
tercollegiate athletics to this 
extent and that Illinois should 
be forced to make a choice 
which might lead to such a re­ 
sult.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 
j Dist. Court Judge Oliver Gasrh 
j denied today a new trial for 
i Bobby Baker, former secretary 
to Senate Democrats who was 
convicted Jan. 29 on charges of 
j income tax evasion, theft and 
I conspiracy. 
In seeking a new trial, his at­ 
torneys raised questions about 
the selection of the jury. They 
j contended 
that 
the 
foreman, 
James Buchanan, concealed his 
status as a reserve officer for 
the Metropolitan Police of the 
District of Columbia. 
In his decision, Gasch noted 
that 
Buchanan’s service was 
“ completely 
voluntary 
and 
withou. compensation.” 
Gasch said Buchanan served 
as a reserve officer only on spe­ 
cific occasion and did not inten­ 
tionally conceal any material 
facts 
Baker’s attorneys also con­ 
tended that prospective jurors 
were questioned without Baker 
and his attorneys being present. 
They contended also that addi­ 
tional jurors were summoned in 
an unauthorized manner. 
But Judge Gasch said both the 
jury questioning and summon­ 
ing were in accordance with the 
law. 


Court Ruling 
In Favor Of 
Experiments 


TRENTON, N.J (AP) - In a 
case stemming from cancer ex­ 
periments on chickens, the State 
Supreme Court ruled 6-0 today 
that high sehool students may 
experiment on live animals for 
educational purposes. 
The Supreme Court affirmed 
a ruling by Essex County Court 
Judge Charles S. Barrett, who 
had held that the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Ani­ 
mals has no right to prosecute 
i institutions authorized by the 
State Health Department to con- 
j duct animal experimentation. 
The New Jersey SPCA filed 
j the suit against the East Orange 
Board of Education. It charged 
I that experiments conducted in 
j 1964 by Barry Kugere, an honor 
student at East Orange High 
j School, violated state law which 
bars needless cruelty to ani- 
i mals. 
In Fugere’s experiments, two 
I of the four chickens injected 
! with a cancer virus died after 
1 developing tumors.

Heed These Warnings 
For Highway Survival 
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Marin has opened the year 1967 with 
a bang. Highway fatalities this year are 
running far ahead of schedule. 
Safety efforts by highway engineers 
and designers, a beefed-up highway 
patrol, and constant warnings by the 
news media have failed to cut down 
substantially on the highway toll. 
However, the campaign to save lives 
on our freeways cannot be given up as 
a lost cause. 
The 
California State Automobile 
Assn. has come up with more tips on 
how to increase your chances of sur­ 
viving the vacation trip this summer. 
If your motor stalls, guide your car 
off the traveled portion of the road. If 
you have to get out of your car when it 
is parked, don’t get out on the traffic 
side. 
Equip your car with travel essentials 
such as flashlight, jack, tools, chemical 
fire extinguisher, first-aid kit, and a 
trouble light. 
Get children securely seated, and see 
that they stay put. 
Guard against highway hypnosis by 
keeping eyes roving to avoid a fixed 
straight-ahead stare. Skip the tranquil­ 
izers and stay-awake pills; they can be 
deadly because they may either dull or 
overactivate your senses. 
Stop the car and take a rest at least 
every two hours. 


Eat lightly to avoid overstuffing and 
drowsiness. 
Be extra careful at night. Slow down 
at least 10 miles an hour below your 
daytime speed. 
Always signal before changing lanes 
to pass, and allow plenty of room for 
this maneuver. 
Keep pace with traffic. The driver 
who goes faster or slower than the nor­ 
mal speed of traffic causes congestion 
and increases the hazard. 
Drive sensibly on freeway access 
roads and use to good advantage the 
speed-changing lanes entering a n d 
leaving the freeway. Remember to en­ 
ter and leave at a speed in tune with 
the traffic. Don’t enter from a stand­ 
ing start. 
To these admonitions, Capt. Theo­ 
dore Parnow of the California High­ 
way Patrol would add another import­ 
ant warning— slippery pavement. 
The captain attributes much of the 
increase in the Marin death toll this 
year to the increase in rainfall. Patrol­ 
men are amazed at the number of driv­ 
ers who ignore the slippery condition 
of the highway during rain. They con­ 
tinue to breeze along at dry-weather 
speed. 
We cannot emphazize too strong­ 
ly the Captain’s warning: Slow down 
and exercise extra caution when it’s 
raining! 
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ATTENTION: All drivers, police, and rapid transit board members, high­ 
way officials, city and county engineers and elected officials with a sense 
of responsibility, courage and new ideas.

Veysey Bill Could Answer 
Agriculture Labor Problems

SACRAMENTO 
(C N S )-T h e 
state legislature this year will 
have the opportunity of devel­ 
oping an entirely new concept 
of state participation in agri­ 
cultural labor disputes. 
Assemblyman Victor V. Vey­ 
sey, 
R-Braw ley, 
who comes 
from one of California’s lead­ 
ing agricultural areas, and one 
which has been affected in the 
past by argum ents between ag­ 
ricultural employers and work­ 
ers, has introduced AB 1163, 
which authorizes the s t a t e 
Board of Agriculture to make 
investigations, 
conduct 
hear­ 
ings, and make recom m enda­ 
tions to the governor concern­ 
ing 
agricultural 
and 
other 
labor 
disputes 
affecting 
the 
public interest. 


THE BILL further e s t a b - 
lishes an agricultural concilia­ 
tion service, to com e under the 
supervision of the Department 
of General Services, authorizes 
assignment 
of 
a 
conciliator 
from the service to investigate 
and 
mediate 
labor 
disputes 
provided any bonafide party 


requests such intervention, and 
on recommendation of the state 
Board of Agriculture to proffer 
conciliation 
services 
to both 
parties when a work stoppage 
is threatened and neither party 
requests intervention. 


Further, the bill authorizes 
arbitration on such term s as all 
parties m ay agree upon, and 
provides that conciliators shall 
endeavor to settle disputes con­ 
cerning the wages, hours or 
other 
conditions 
of 
employ­ 
ment. 


The conciliators also could 
settle questions involving rep­ 
resentation by such means as 
the parties to the dispute may 
agree upon, including but not 
limited to conciliation, media­ 
tion. or arbitration. 


THE V EY SEY measure cov­ 
ers a wide range of activity, 
which could be of major as­ 
sistance in taking care of some 
of 
the 
agricultural 
disputes 
w h i c h during the past few 
years have threatened certain 
segments of California produc­ 
tion.

Prim ary roadblock to an ag­ 
ricultural workers union is the 
mobility of farm workers, and 
the fact that they a re not con­ 
sistent in maintaining m em ber­ 
ship through the payment of 
dues, which are necessary to 
run the union. 


ON 
THE 
OTHER 
HAND, 
workers need some 
medium 
whereby their requests can be 
made known. This type of me­ 
dium exists in California today 
only sporadically. 


The employer also at times 
needs the means of dealing 
with workers to avoid costly 
strikes fomented by organizers, 
thereby preventing crops from 
being wasted. 
The Veysey bill would ap­ 
pear to have at least some of 
the answers to this problem.

"student nurses” who have ab­ 
solutely

training 
other than what they can leam 
here. B y Am erican standards, 
this “ hospital” is equipped to 
handle no m ore than 20 pa­ 
tients but is housing approxi­ 
m ately two hundred, all Viet­ 
nam ese. A feeble attem pt is 
m ade at cleanliness, but due 
to the high cost of soap and 
disinfectants, much is left to 
be desired. Flies and roaches 
abound . . . They have been 
out of intravenous penicillin 
for over two months and have 
no means to obtain sam e from 
the States. The strongest oral 
pain killer available in this 
"hospital” is aspirin . . . 


I am not a crusader, nor did 
I com e here with this inten­ 
tion in mind, but I feel that 
something must be done to 
help these people. Our govern­ 
ment is spending approxim ate­ 
ly $1,000,000 per hour in Viet­ 
nam on the w ar effort. Surely 
some small portion can be di­ 
rected to help this type of insti­ 
tution. Certainly the health and 
welfare of the Vietnamese ci­ 
vilians is an important factor, 
perhaps as important as de­ 
feating the Viet Cong. 
Unfortunately, dollar contri­ 
butions cannot be sent through 
the m ails due to currency re­ 
strictions; but certainly some 
of our large drug manufactur­ 
ers could donate supplies to a 
worthy organization such as 
this. I would be interested in 
any comm ents from you and 
will be here a short time long­ 
er at the Caravelle Hotel in 
Saigon.

WASHINGTON—If there was 
any doubt anywhere 
h e r e 
or in Saigon or in Moscow or 
in the mind of Ho Chi Minh that 
the United States is totally and 
irreversibly comm itted to de­ 
feating the aggression against 
South Vietnam, it is now re­ 
moved. 
It is removed with finality 
by 
the 
comm itments 
which 
President Johnson made before 
the Tennessee legislature in an 
address which was the fullest 
and most effective exposition 
of what is a t stake in the Viet­ 
nam war to com e from the 
White House. 


IN M Y JUDGM ENT there 
has never been any real reason 
to believe that the government 
would be so persuaded by its 
critics, so pressured by foreign 
opinion, or so hurt on the bat­ 
tlefield that it would seek to 
find a way to quit “ to save 
face” by a disguised appease­ 
ment. 
But these words which the 
President spoke to the world 
this week are conclusive: 
“ We shall stay the course 
. . . I wish it were within my 
power to assure that all in 
Hanoi could hear one simple 
m essage — Am erica is com­ 
mitted to the defense of South 
Vietnam 
until 
an 
honorable 
peace can be negotiated.” 


I AM CONVINCED that this 
com m itm ent reflects the reluc­ 
tant but preponderant assent 
of the Am erican people, and 
that even if the going gets 
harder this public support will 
not crumble. 
It reflects the reluctant but 
preponderant assent of the Con­ 
gress, 
and despite 
the 
Ful- 
brights and the Morses, this 
support will endure. 
It reflects the deep, sober, 
long-pondered conviction of the 
President that in riskfully re­ 
sisting aggression at its start 
in Vietnam the United States 
is averting worse w ar under 
worse conditions in the future. 
If any decision by any Presi­ 
dent was ever more divorced 


from politics or any partisan 
consideration, it is President 
Johnson’s decision to com m it 
large Am erican forces to the 
successful 
defense 
of 
South 
Vietnam. 


H E IS NOT GOING to step 
back. He is not going to w aver. 
He is not going to be influenced 
by any low popularity rating in 
the opinion polls. M r. Johnson 
sees it as his responsibility to 
protect the safety of the na­ 
tion and he is prepared to dis­ 
charge this responsibility even 
if it risks his re-election. 
The opponents of the decision 
to stay the course have alw ays 
sought to blur the argum ent 
that it is vital to the peace of 
the world to resist aggression 
in Asia. They suggest that, 
while the free world m ade a 
mistake in not resisting the ag­ 
gression in Europe w h i c h 
brought on World W ar II, it 
would be no mistake to do the 
sam e in Asia. 
It is well that the President 
is now meeting this false con­ 
tention head-on. He says, and 
I think rightly, that the pros­ 
pect of a really peaceful world 
can only be achieved by a con­ 
crete demonstration that ag­ 
gression 
across 
international 
frontiers is no longer an a c­ 
ceptable 
means 
of 
political 
change. 


AND WHAT WOULD B E the 
consequences if we let this new 
aggression succeed? M r. John­ 
son does not overstate it when 
he replies to this question in 
these words: “ If we faltered, 
the forces of chaos would scent 
victory and decades of strife 
and aggression would stretch 
endlessly before us.” 
Of course, there is reluctance 
in the mind of the President 
and in the minds of the Am er­ 
ican people. No President and 
no nation can relish the pain 
and burden which Vietnam im­ 
poses. 
But the United States cannot 
live in safety while aggression 
pushes the world to the brink 
of chaos.

Employees Of County Have 
Learned Their Lessons Well 


Good county employees know 
how to sit up and speak when 
ordered, lie down and play 
dead and- do other tricks on 
command of the board of su­ 
pervisors. 
Last Tuesday's meeting of 
the board of supervisors was a 
fine display of how highly these 
- talents have been developed. 


THE 
FIRST DISCUSSION 
of the afternoon concerned 
abatement of a Forest Knolls 
- store that was gutted by fire 
13 long months ago and has 
been and eyesore ever since. 
The owner, rather than tidy 
up the property, has been try­ 
ing to sell it and a real estate 
agent allowed there might be 
a buyer In about 30 days. The 
board then voted 4-1 for a 30- 
day delay, giving as the main 
reason the lack of adequate in­ 
formation on condition of the 
building presented by the coun- 
iy staff. 
The supervisors said t h i s 
even after seeing .pictures of 
. the building taken by the De­ 
partment of Public Works, and 
the board was reminded that 
they actually ordered abate­ 
ment of the building already 
last August. 


BUT TUESDAY, 13 months 
after the fire, all but Super­ 
visor Peter H. Behr declared 
they did not know enough about 
the building to order abate­ 
ment 
You can be sure that no one 
fn county employ asked what 
information the board had act­ 
ed Upon in August when it first 
ordered 
abatement. 
County 
employees are too well trained 
for that. •’ 
Later in the day. Supervisor 


Thomas T. Storer surprised fel­ 
low supervisors by saying he 
had asked preparation of an 
emergency 
ordinance 
t h a t 
would prevent destruction of 
Indian mounds in the county 
and that he was going to pre­ 
sent it for adoption. 


THIS DREW sharp criticism 
from Supervisors John F. Mc- 
Innis and Ernest N. Ketten- 
hofen who attacked Storer for 
putting up an ordinance fellow 
supervisors had neither seen 
nor been warned of. Chairman 
Storer called an abrupt recess 
to cut off the attack. 
What happened when the 
board reconvened? An attorney 
from the county counsel’s of­ 
fice apologized to supervisors 
for preparing the ordinance. 
You might wonder how much 
credit that attorney would have 
received had the ordinance met 
with the full pleasure of the I 
board. 
Still later last Tuesday, su­ 
pervisors corrected an “error” 
evidently compiled by several 
members of the county staff 
over the boundaries of agricul­ 
tural reserves. Land in a re­ 
serve can get a big break on 
property taxes over land that 
is outside the reserve. 


THE CORRECTION voted by 
supervisors Tuesday included 
a change in the minutes of the 
March 1,1966, minutes and put 
all of the Silveira home ranch 
in the reserve, subtracting $1.1 
million possible property ap­ 
praisal from the assessor’s tax 
roll for next fiscal year.
